DEVASTATO WINDS. 


STonnjc Tornado Tisits

PLATTSBTJRGH, N. Y., July 9.—Platts- 
burgh and the northern part of this 
county, were visited by a terrific wind 
and rain storm laat evening about 5 
o'olook. It was the most severe storm 
ever known in this section. Trees of 
enormous size were uprooted, and tele- 
graph, electric light and telephone wires 
were rendered useless. Not a telegraph 
wire of any kind was working last night. 


The new Champlain hotel at Buffalo 
Point was damaged to some extent and 
trees in the park are ruined. A valet 
named Valley was out on the lake fish- 
ing when the storm struck him, over- 
taming his boat, and drowning him. 
A man named Hyan, living a few miles 
west of the village had a leg and arm 
broken by -the blowing down of his 
bam. The steam yacht Nellie was cap- 
sized near Boose point and George 
Clark, his son and a man named Hill, 
acting as en^neer, were drowned. Sev- 
eral other deaths are reported from the 
storm in northern parts of the county, 
but particulars 
cannot be learned. 
The damage cannot be fully estimated. 


SAIIAMANOA, N. Y., July 9.—^An ex- 
ceptionally violent storm visited this 
place at 7:15 ojglock last evening, caus- 
ing great damage to property. The 
third story of the new Becker & Manoy 
block, not yet completed, gave way and 
the mass of brick crashed down upon 
the adjoining buildings nearly demol- 
ishing them. Fred. Rupet, a baker, 
was buried in the debris, but was not 
seriously injured. Several others had 
narrow escapes. The loss on property 
is estimated at $10,000. 


JAMESTOWN, N. Y., July 9.—^Iiast 
night's storm washed out the Brie rail- 
road tracks to such an extent that 
traffic was stopped. Streets, have been 
damaged to the extent of several thous- 
and dollars. Several housaa had their 
foundations washed out, leaving them 
in a dangerous condition. 


E E I E , Pa., July 9.—Yesterday, with 
the thermometer dancing around 105 
degrees, was brought to a close with a 
heavy thunder storm. A great deal of 
damage was done and one life lost. 
Wm. Smith, a merchant, was struck by 
lightning while among the members of 
his family, several of whom were seri- 
ously injured. 


BKIDGBPORT, N. Y., July 9.—A terri- 
ble electric and rain storm prevailed in 
this section yesterday afternoon. The 
lightning struck the residence of Daniel 
Munroe, a prosperous farmer residing 
near here and killed him. It struck the 
bam of Joseph Watson, killing his hired 
mau, Norman Davidson, and stunned 
Davidson's brother. 
The bam was 
bnmed with eleven head of thorough- 
bred cattle. 


FABMINGTON, Me., July 9.—A young 
tornado raged here last evening. Wm. 
Fellows' new bam; the bam on Benj. 
Stanley's farm; two willow trees over 
three feet through, in front of Hotel 
Willows, besides many elm and maple 
trees, were blown down. Crops are 
probably not much damaged as they are 
not high enough. ^

Joined by the Brakemen Tie Up a 
(Southern JECoad. 
LouisvmciB, Ky., July 9.—All the 
Louisville and Nashville switchmen 
and the freight brakemen on the Short 
Line went on a strike last night. The 
passenger trainmen took no part in the 
trouble and the trains went out aa us- 
ual. The men on the Short Line di- 
vision were the first to quit work. They 
went out on a general strike yesterday 
afternoon. 
Thirty crews of one hun- 
dred and ten brakemen, and forty 
switchmen are on the strike on the di- 
vision. 
Transportation all along the 
Short Line to Cincinnati has been com- 
pletely stopped and not a freight train 
is moving in either direction. The 
conductors, it is claimed, by the brake- 
man, may enter into the strike, but 
have not done so as yet. Seven^ stated, 
when seen last night, that they heartily 
indorsed the action of the brakemen 
and would lend them their support. 
The strike is for an increase in wages.

WITH A DAGGER! 


While Intoxicated and Abusing Aer, 
Clias. OoiQd, a Wealthy Ens- 
lislunan, is Murdered by 
His Wife. 


ATIIANTA, Ga., July 9.—Mrs. Chas. 
Gould was yesterday committed for trial 
for the murder of her husband last Fri- 
day. Mr. and Mrs. Gould arrived in 
this city some weeks ago and registered 
at the Markham house as *'Mr. and 
Mrs. Chas. Gould, London, England." 
They were well supplied with money, 
which they spent lav^hly, and were 
evidently wealthy English people. The 
husband 
indulged freely in strong 
drink and when under its influence was 
abusive in his treatment of his wife. 
The couple moved to Murphey last week 
and on Friday last, Gould, while intoxi- 
cated, began to abuse his wife. Mrs. 
Gould became enraged and stabbed him 
several times with a small dagger, which 
she had worn in her belt as an orna- 
ment. One of the dagger wounds proved 
fatal and he died a few minutes after be- 
ing stabbed.

OTTAWA, Ont., July 9.—^A special 
meeting of the cabinet was held hrae 
yesterday afternoon. It was called for 
the purpose of considering the critical 
turn affairs have taken with regard to 
negotiations in connection ^ with the 
Behring sea difficulty. 
A member of 
the cabinet said the report that negotia- 
tions had broken down was nntme, as 
they were still going on. 
As to their 
nature he could say nothing, beyond 
the fact that the government still hopes 
that some understanding would yet be 
reached. The. government has great 
apprehensions that serious complica- 
tiona may yet arise before a settlement 
is reached. 
The British government 
has informed the governor general that 
they will stand by Canada and protect 
her sealing vessels in Behring sea from 
seizure by United States cruisers, if the 
fleet now congregated at Tictoria has to 
t}e dispatched for that purpose. 


Sir John Thompson, 
minister of 
justice, arrived in London yesterday 
and will at once confer with the British 
government on the subject. An oflScer 
of the government said yesterday that 
the United States authorities believed 
they could do as they liked, as England 
would not interfere. Now that England 
has taken a stand and concentrated the 
largest fleet at Victoria that has eyer 
been 
in 
the 
Pacific, it remains 
to 
be 
seen 
whether 
Secretary 
Blaine will hold to his contention 
as to the United States jurisdiction 
in Behring sea and seize Canadian 
sealers in the face of the stand Great 
Britain has taken. Less provocation, 
said the officer, has often precipi- 
tated two friendly nations into war, and 
if the United States does not recede 
from the present arbitrary position they 
have assumed, history may again repeat 
itself and the United States and Great 
Britain may once more have occasion to 
test the strength of their naval and mil- 
itary forces. The first seizure, it is be- 
lieved, will be the signal for a formida- 
ble protest from Great Britain.

The arguments for a new trial in the 
case of Thomas Davidson, who was re- 
cently tried at Columbia City on the 
charge of murdering his uncle, con- 
victed and sentenced to the penitentiary 
for life, were heard before Judge Adair 
at that place yesterday. 


Able pleas for i^e prisoner were made 
by Judge S. M. Hench and O. M. J)aw- 
son, and for the state by Prosecutor J.

The defendant was then asked if he 
had any reason to urge why judgment 
should not be passed upon him, to 
which he responded, " I don't know 
that it would do any good for me to say 
anything." Sentence was then passed, 
that he be imprisoned in the state's 
prison during life.

DEVASTATING WINDS, 


A IToime Tornado Visits Yarlona 


Parts of the East and Hoes Con- 


Blderable Damage. 


PLATTSBUROH, N. I., July 9.— Pitts- 


burgh and the northern part of this 
county, were visited by a terrific wind 
and rain storm last evening about 5 
o'clock. It was the most severe storm 
ever known in this section. Trees of 
enormous size were uprooted, and tele- 
graph, electric light and telephone wires 
were rendered useless. Not a telegraph 
wire of any kind was working last night. 


The new Champlain hotel at Buffalo 


Point was damaged to some extent and 
trees i« the park ore ruined. A valet 
named Valley was out on the lake fish- 
ing when the storm struck him, over- 
turning his boat, and drowning him. 
A man named Eyan, living a few miles 
west of the village had a leg and arm 
broken by the blowing down of his 
bam. The steam yacht Nellie was cap- 
sized near Rouse point and George 
Clark, his son and a man named Hill, 
acting as engineer, were drowned. Sev- 
eral other deaths are reported from the 
Btorm in northern parts of the county, 
but particulars 
cannot be learned. 


The damage cannot be fully estimated. 


SALAMANCA, N. Y., July 9.— An ex- 


ceptionally violent storm visited this 
place at 7:15 o'clock last evening, caus- 
ing great damage to property. The 
third story of the new Becker & Manoy 
block, not yet completed, gave way and 
the mass of brick crashed down upon 
the adjoining buildings nearly demol- 
ishing them. Fred Rupet, a baker, 
was buried in the debris, but was not 
seriously injured. Several others had 
narrow escapes. The loss onproparty 
is estimated at 810,000.
